Gets Asylum, 
Is Now in U.S 


Soviet Official 
Foils To Shake 
Nosenko's Stand 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
U.S. 
government is 
granting 
asylum to Soviet secret police 
defector Yuri I. Nosenko in a 
case still carrying overtones of 
a spy thriller. 
The State Department unrav­ 
eled some of the mystery with 
a pair of announcements Fri­ 
day. In the first U.S. comment 
since last Monday’s disclosure 
that Nosenko, who had disap­ 
peared from 
the Soviet dis­ 
armament delegation at Geneva 
Feb. 4, had asked for political 
asylum in America, press offi 
cer Richard I. Phillips revealed 
that: 
1. Nosenko now is in Washing­ 
ton, though his exact where­ 
abouts remains a secret. 
2. The Russians demanded an 
interview with Nosenko in 
note 
Wednesday, 
and 
were 
granted it Friday. A Soviet Em ­ 
bassy representative talked to 
Nosenko for less than an hour, 
and Nosenko “reconfirmed his 
desire for asylum.” 
3. A Swiss Embassy represent­ 
ative also questioned Nosenko 
separately for less than an hour 
and got the same answer. A 
State 
Department 
representa-j 
five sat in on both interroga­ 
tions. 
4. Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei A. Gromyko called in U.S. 
Ambassador Foy D. Kohler in 
Moscow and delivered a stiff 
oral protest to what Gromyko 
called “improper behavior” by 
the United States in the case. 
But the Russians have not ac­ 
cused the United States of kid­ 
naping and have not threatened 
to pull out of the disarmament 
conference at Geneva. 
A Soviet Embassy spokesman 
confirmed the interview with 
Nosenko but declined comment. 
The Swiss Embassy also ac­ 
knowledged having seen Nosen­ 
ko and said its representative 
had been told by the Russian 
that he wanted refuge in the 
United States. 
Phillips said the United States 
la “prepared to give him asy­ 
lum ” and had sent the Soviet 
Union a note replying to their 
Wednesday inquiry “as to the 
manner in which Mr. Nosenko 
presented ^m self to U.S. au­ 
thorities.'* 
The State Department spokes­ 
man said there would be no fur­ 
ther announcement, and he df 
dined to say when Nosenko 
might be surfaced to public 
view. 
Still under wraps were how 
Nosenko defected, how he got 
to the United States, and what 
secrets he might have passed on 
to U.S. in tellig d 'e 
From the fuss #:>scow has 
made over his disappearance 
there was speculation that the 
West had gained a notable prize

Nosenko, 36, was ostensibly a 
low-ranking member of the So­ 
viet delegation at the disarm a­ 
ment parley. Actually, accord­ 
ing to U.S. sources he is a staff 
officer of the Soviet KGB secret 
police apparatus. 
This presumably would put 
him in a position to know about 
the workings of the secret police 
setup and the Soviet strategy 
at the Geneva conference.

He added he was 
checking into “other possible ir­ 
regularities.” 
Brown, who himself seeks the 
Republican senatorial nomina­

has been checking out 
Taft’s petitions for a number of 
days. 
Brown said he would hold a 
hearing Tuesday at which time 
Dennis, Taft and the latter’s 
aides could present claims. 
Aides in Brown’s office specu­ 
lated that the protest might be 
followed by court action. 
Brown has until next Thurs­ 
day to certify candidates for 
statewide office. Taft submitted 
about 5.000 signatures on peti­ 
tions for candidacy, but so far 
Brown has accepted only about 
1,600 of the signatures and has 
withheld certification.

“But now, out of the civil- 
rights movement, we are learn­ 
ing differently,” he said. “We 
are learning that many of these 
parents are interested and have 
finally found a way to express 
their interest.” 
“If we can’t deal creatively 
with this motivation for which 
we have looked so long, if once 
again we beat down this hope 
and return these people to de­ 
spair, it will be the tragedy of 
our tim es,” he said in his ad­ 
dress for some 25,000 school ad­ 
ministrators. 
The commissioner also said 
that educators “ must face up 
squarely to our shortcomings” 
if education is to succeed as a 
conqueror of poverty.

5 Tough Fishermen OK

SEATTLE, Wash. (A P)-T he 
five tough fishermen plucked 
Thursday from a chilled Aleu­ 
tian Island beach felt so well to­ 
day their rescue vessel planned 
to stop off at Dutch Harbor to 
run a minor errand on the long 
voyage home to Kodiak. 
Word came from the Coast 
Guard cutter Storis the men 
were 
in 
good 
condition 
and 
would admit only to one sore 
toe, one small cut on a head, 
and one-smoke-inflained eye. 
In a seven-hour battle with 
the surf that pounded over an 
intervening 
reef, 
the 
Storis 
saved Capt. George Hamilton of 
Seattle and four crewmen of the 
crab boat Cape Spencer.

on the Akun Island reef. For 
four days, whipped by snow- 
throwing winds up to 60 knots, 
they huddled beneath a cliff on 
a narrow, rocky beach. 
Wreckage of the Cape Spen­ 
cer washed ashore to give them 
material for a lean-to shelter 
and wood for smoky fire. 
A day after the mishap they 
were spotted by a Coast Guard 
plane. The Storis set out from 
Kodiak on her 600-mile rescue 
mission. 
Planes tried without 
success to drop food Lo the ma­ 
rooned men, who had only a 
small can of raspberries and a 
package each of cornflakes and 
biscuit mix. 
Three of the 
men had no 
shoes, Capt. Hamilton told The 
Associated Press by radio tele­ 
phone from the Storis. 
“There wasn’t much of any­ 
where to walk, anyway,” he 
said. 
A life raft on a line was drift 


ed to the beach fro..» the Storis. 
One by one, Capt. Hamilton and

were pulled to the cutter. 
Darkness was closing in when 
Don Tanner of Portland, Ore , 
and Calvin Watson of Seattle 
crowded aboard together and 
were pulled safely to the Storis. 
Word from the 230-foot cutter 
said Brown had the head lacer­ 
ation, the captain the sore toe, 
and his brother the irritated 
eye.

Ohio farmers with small acre­ 
ages could be saddled with high 
harvest costs if they own their 
own harvesters. In many cases 
they c o u l d get the job done 
more economically by hiring a 
custom harvester. 
A study in western Ohio show­ 
ed an average harvest cost of 
$18.50 per acre when a farm er 
owned his own 6-foot combine to 
harvest only 15 acres of small 
grain each year. 
Custom 
harvesting 
involves 
rome risks with 
the weather 
which could affect quantity and 
quality while waiting for t h e 
custom harvester. 
Considering prevailing custom 
rates and weather risks in west 
ce

Ohio, ownership gives 
che 
>r 
per 
acre harvesting 
costs only when corn picking ac­ 
reage reaches 88 acres, when 
hay baling hits 68 tons, and when 
field chopping goes over 155 tons 
of grass or 235 tons of corn si­ 
lage per year. 
When such risks are ignored, 
the annual amounts needed to 
justify ownership of equipment 
for harvesting jumps to 123 
acres for corn, 104 tons for hay 
baling, and about 350 tons f o r 
silage chopping. 
Climatic risks must be consid­ 
ered in addition to ownership 
costs such as depreciation, inter­ 
est on investment, and direct 
operating costs, when deciding 
w h e t h e r or not to buy a har­ 
vester. Ownership could be a 
costly convenience if a custom 
harvester was available.

On Diverted F-G Acreage

Participants in the 1964 Feed 
Grain Program can receive ad­ 
vance payments on their divert­ 
ed acres, says Dr. Wallace Barr 
Ohio S t a t e University Exten­ 
sion economist. 
Under this voluntary pro­ 
gram, producers receive pay­ 
ments for diverting corn, bar­ 
ley, and grain sorghum acres 
to 
conservation 
uses. 
The 
payments are based on the 
farm's established n o r m a l 
yield and the county's 
total 
price support rate. 
Producers can get up to one- 
half of this payment when they 
sign up for the program at t h e 
county ASC office, according to 
Barr. Final diversion payment 
for taking feed grain acreage 
out of production will be about 
Sept. I. 
Producers have a choice of 
receiving payment as a certifi­ 
cate that can be redeemed in 
grain or as a sight draft casha­ 
ble at any bank.

FARMERS must take several 
steps to participate in the pro­ 
gram, according to Barr.

Insecticides that p r o v i d e a 
plant with built in protection 
against insect attacks are gain­ 
ing in popularity, says Dr. R.B. 
Neiswander at tile Ohio Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station. 
Such insecticides are taken 
up by plant roots and carried 
to the most rapidly growing 
parts of the plant. Thus, they 
are most effective in fighting 
insects that eat the foliage. 
Holly leaf miner damage was 
completely eliminated in Dr. 
Neiswander’s experiments with 
systemics at the Ohio Station. 
He used one teaspoon of dimeth- 
oate (Cygon 2E) in two gallons 
of water to cover IO square feet 
of soil under the spread of the 
holly branches- This applica­ 
tion in late June gave complete 
protection foi one year. 
Other research showed that 
the same chemical could be 
used to combat the birch leaf 
miner on white birch, 
aphid 
or Euonymus and mites on hon­ 
ey locust. More chemmical is 
needed for these pests, so the 
dosage should be increased to 
two teaspoons of Cygon 2E or 
one of Cygon 4E for each IO 
square feet of soil surface.

BIRCH LEAF miner is b e s t 
controlled with an application 
about May 15.

Record GE Savings Package 
Payments to Employes Begin 


The General Electric Co. this 
week began delivery on the 
payout” portion of a $135.3 mil­ 
lion package which came due on 
Jan. I for more than 191,000 GE 
savings plans participants. This 
will be the largest payout in his­ 
tory under the nation’s industri­ 
al savings plans. 
E. G. Grigg, manager of the 
Circleville Lamp plant, said 
GE employes here will re- 
•ceive more than $125,000 In 
stocks, bonds and cash. 
The estimated value of t h i s 
record - breaking savings pack­ 
age was figured in terms of t h e 
Dec. 31, 1963 closing market val­ 
ue of General Electric stock on 
the New York Stock Exchange 
($87,125) and the maturity value 
of United States Savings Bonds. 
At these values, the combined 
payments to be delivered under 
both the S a v i n g s and Secur-

Science Seeks Solution 
To Water Conversion 


NEARLY STRANGLED—Hoping 
to determine lf she was the 
Intended 13th victim of the 
Boston strangler, police ques­ 
tioned 15-year-old Georgia 
Ellis, who was attacked as 
she walked along a street In 
Malden, Mass., on her way 
to a bowling date with two 
girl friends.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Scientists at Battelle Memorial 
Institute here are trying to solve 
a problem that plagued the An­ 
cient Mariner and now Ameri­ 
cans at Guantanamo Bay in 
Cuba. 
They are searching for an in­ 
expensive way to take the “wa­ 
ter, 
water everywhere” 
and 
provid drops to drink. 
The problem has concerned 
research institutes, industry and 
government for many years, ac­ 
cording to James A. Eibling, 
chief of Thermal Systems Re­ 
search at Battelle. 
If a workable solution has not 
been found, there have been big 
strides since 1952 when the De­ 
partment of Interior established 
its Office of Saline Water. 
Eibling said the cost of con­ 
verting sea water into fresh wa­ 
ter in 1952 was $4 to $5 per 
thousand gallons in the produc 
tion of one million gallons a day. 
Today it can be done for 
$1.25, or, by producing IO mil­ 
lion gallons a day, the cost 
would be 80 cents per thousand, 
Eibling estimated. 
The research chief figured 
that a breakthrough in develop­ 
ing methods of converting the 
water could bring the price 
down to 50 cents per thousand 
on production of IO million gal­ 
lons a day. 
That’s about as low as the 
cost would get, he predicted, a 
■price still about double the 
amount paid for fresh water in 
the city of Columbus. However, 
Eibling said, production of fresh 
water involves “just pumping 
and a little chlorine.” 
Eibling said several methods 
have been developed for desalt­ 
ing water, some more effective 
for brackish water—water with 
less concentration of salt than 
ocean water. They are systems 
for taking the water way from 
the salt, as opposed to taking 
the salt out of the water. 
Battelle has worked almost 
all the methods and is involved 
in solar distilling and freezing, 
which Eibling describes as “a 
real comer.” 
At a solar research station 
which Battelle operates for the 
Office of Saline Water, scientist 
are experimenting with solar 
distillation. 
In this 
method a shallow 
“pond” of salt water is cover­ 
ed either with glass or plastic, 
Eibling explained. The sun’s 
heat produces salt-free conden­ 
sation on the covering which is 


tapped off into gutters. The me­ 
thod produces one-tenth of a gal­ 
lon of fresh water per square 
foot of surface. 
Eibling said this method is 
cheaper than the others, but re­ 
quires large areas of land. He 
said it was an important me­ 
thod for desert areas. 
Battelle scientists also are 
working on ways to Improve 
equipment and bring down its 
cost. They are conducting cor­ 
rosion experiments, possibly to 
find cheaper materials that will 
not be harmed by salt water. 
They are studying better meth­ 
ods of heat transfer. 
Eibling listed several factors 
which will combine to reduce the 
cost of converting sea w ater- 
systems larger in size which will 
increase the output, thus de­ 
creasing the percentage cost per 
thousand gallons; more compe­ 
tition a m o n g manufacturers 
leading to competitive bidding 
on projects, and new processes 
through research and develop­ 
ment 
The key is need, he added, 
saying when things get into a 
point when the need to convert 
water is great all the factors 
will work to lower the price. 
Maldistribution of water will 


produce the need, Eibling con­ 
tinued. “People are migrating 
to arid regions, for example our 
Phoenix,” he said. “Industry is 
moving into non-water areas.” 
He also spoke of population 
expansion and more and more 
industrial and non • industrial 
‘uses for water. “We’re using a 
lot more everywhere.”

Among Cells 
Is Observed 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP)— 
Scientists may have seen close­ 
up the many, tiny battles be­ 
tween cells that seem to block 
the practical transplanting of 
organs. 
This close look may provide 
them with a better clue as to 
how to subdue those battles and 
insure a longer life for trans­ 
plants between similar animals. 
When organs are transplanted 
from one dog to another, for in­ 
stance, the host or recipient 
tends to treat the grafted or 
borrowed organ as a foreign in­ 
vader and musters forces to re­ 
ject it. 
Now in research at Stanford 
University 
and 
the 
Medical 
School of London, doctors have 
seen through the microscope the 
rejection mechanism operating 
at the level of cells. 
In kidney transplants between 
dogs, this research has given 
them a better warning of when 
to inject drugs to suppress the 
rejection mechanism.

normal daily requirement of Vi­ 
tamin A for adults is 8,000 units. 
Concentrated and prolonged 
treatment was necessary f o r 
this severe vitamin intoxication 
before the patient was return­ 
ed to the state of good health 
that she disrupted by misguid­ 
ed self-medication. 
Unless we learn from such a 
potentially hazardous situation, 
there always remains the pos­ 
sibility that it will be repeated. 
What should this case report 
teach those who conscientiously 
strive to maintain their good 
health? The lesson to be learn 
ed is that self - diagnosis with 
prolonged self-medication, even 
with “safe household drugs,” 
can be dangerous. 
Does this mean that vitamins 
generally are a risk? 
It definitely 
does 
not! 
Vi 
tamins are excellent sources of 
dietary supplements when used 
in moderate doses under direc­ 
tion and with discretion. 
Fortunately, the body has a 
wise built-in 
regulator 
that 
utilizes only the amount of vi­ 


tamin it needs for healthy func­ 
tion. Normally, excesses of vi­ 
tamin intake are excreted when 
the body requirements are ful­ 
filled. But even this protective 
regulator cannot cope Math ov­ 
erwhelming doses of vitamins. 
The United Slates Food m d 
Drug Administration has es­ 
tablished firm rules for purity 
in the production of all vita­ 
mins. 
Pharmaceutical 
manu­ 
facturers rigidly adhere to all 
these safety measures. 
The vitamin - consuming pub­ 
lic is a d e q u a t e l y protect­ 
ed against inpurities in vitamin 
production. This same public is 
not so well protected against 
the pressure of the “vitamin 
and health - dispensing super­ 
salesman.” 
Sales competition frequently 
forces emphasis on an unneces­ 
sarily high number of units of 
various vitamins in a product. 
Purchasers are often beguiled 
by these “generous” amounts. 
The plea of physicians a n d 
food experts is that the public 
develop a more controlled atti­ 
tude towards the use of all vi­ 
tamins. These valuable addi­ 
tions to the diet can lose their 
effectiveness if they are taken 
without discretion. 


Since the Olympic games are 
hardly a matter of life or death 
to anybody (save possibly for a 
few citizens of Iron Curtain 
countries who make use of them 
to defect), 
the 
post-mortems 
about the bad U.S. showing in 
the Winter sports competition 
at Insbruck, 
Austria, 
c o m e 
properly under toe heading of 
amusement. But there is o n e 
question that should be raised 
seriously, for it sheds much 
light on the difference between 
Communist and capitalist coun­ 
tries. 
The question swings on t h e 
definition of amateurism, which 
must have a different meaning 
in a Communist culture than it 
has in free enterprise lands. In 
Soviet Russia, everybody, in 
the last analysis, 
is on the 
State’s payroll. And under the 
Marxist slogan of “ From each 
according to his abilities, to 
each according to his needs,” a 
Soviet hockey player who would 
refuse to play hockey for the 
glory of the Kremlin would be a 
a first-class candidate for re­ 
cruitment to a salt mine. Even 
leaving the matter of pressure 
out of it, hockey players in Rus­ 
sia must play for the commun­ 
ity if they are to play at all. 
So toe best Soviet h o c k e y 
players go up against odd-lot 
volunteers from Canada, the 
United States and elsewhere. 
And, not so mysteriously, t h e 
Soviets win. But would they win 
if they were rn a t c h e d, let us 
say, against a team d r a w n 
from among the Canadian pro­ 
fessionals who play for Mont­ 
real or Toronto, for example? 
T h e Boom - Boom Geoffrions 
and the Henry (“Pocket Rock­ 
et” ) Richards would surely out­ 
score anybody in the world. 
It may be assumed that no 
American g e t s to go to an 
Olympic meet as a participant 
without having had to pay out a 
good deal of money to perfect 
himself in his particular skill. In 
Communist countries the cash, 
time and training to achieve 
perfection are allocated on a na­ 
tional public relations basis. But 
in a nation like the U n i t e d 
States, the support of ama­ 
teurs must in the nature of 
things be hit-or-miss. 
The United States, in p a s t 
years, has done well mainly in 
figure skating. This is a sport­ 
er an art — that is extremely ex­ 
pensive, as any father of a skat­ 
ing son or daughter must know. 
It takes thousands of hours, at 
a c o s 11 y fee for instruction 
and skating “patch” time, to 
make a champion. 
But even here, luck plays as 
much of a part as money in 
producing an Olympic champion 
in the United States. If 
you 
probe for enough, you will find 
that most American f i g u r e 
skating champions in the past 
have been subsidized by their i 
coaches. Carol Heiss, the Olym­ 
pic star of times gone by, w a s 
p r a c t i c a l l y adopted by her 
teacher, Pierre Brunet, w h o 
gave unstintingly of his t i m e 
and e n e r g y and pedagogical 
skills. Sonya Ktopfer, another I 
first-rank American skater whoI 
is now a professional, got a good j 
deal of free individual atten­ 
tion as a child from the late Bill 
Chase, who never cared f o r 
money lf he thought he c o u l d 
make a champion. 


And two of the most promis­ 
ing American skaters who were 
killed in the Belgium airplane 
crash a couple of years back had 
the good luck to be the daugh­ 
ters of professional teacher Mar­ 
ibel Vinson Owen, a many-tim- 
es American amateur champion 
back in the Nineteen Twenties. 
To make an athlete of Olym­ 
pic calibre, somebody has to 
give something. In Communist 
countries, it is the State t h a t 
gives. But in the good old cap­ 
italist U.S.A-, where the ama­ 
teur competitor gets to t h e 
O l y m p i c s mainly by chance 
the best of our athletes are un­ 
available for the entirely honor­ 
able reason that they have to 
turn pro to make a living.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
administrator of the B u r e a u 
of Unemployment Compensation 
told Gov. Jam es Rhodes Fri­ 
day that for the first time in 
seven years, Payroll taxes col­ 
lected form employers have ex­ 
ceeded the amount paid claim­ 
ants in benefits. 
Willard P. Dudley said that 
prior to 1963, the last time the 
amount collected from the fed­ 
eral payroll tax exceeded bene­ 
fit payments was in 1956, when 
in excess of $69.3 million was 
collected and $61.3 million paid 
out. 
In 1957, he said, $71.5 million 
was collected from employers, 
and $85.3 million in earned in­ 
terest. Net benefit payments to 
covered workers amounted to 
$153 million. The balance left in 
the fund for future benefit pay­ 
ments, as of Dec. 31, 1963, was 
$126.4 million. 
Dudley said that since the in­ 
ception of the bureau in 1936, 
net contributions c o l l e c t e d 
through federal payroll taxes 
amounted to $1,865,681,093, plus 
interest of $243,382,951 
for

combined total of $2,109,064,045.

SAN FRANCISCO (A P )-Jim 
Beatty’s 1964 debut, the attempt 
of a prep sensation to defeat a 
pending 
world 
record 
holder 
and a serious bid for an indoor 
880 record top tonight’s program 
at the Golden Gate Invitational.

Beatty, aiming for a spot on
